LABOUR AFFILIATION -% the meeting of B. C. L, A. held on June 28, 1944 
COMMA TTEE it was resolved: "That the incoming executive be in- 

structed to take a vote by mail within three months 
of today on the question of affiliation of the British Columbia Library 
Association with the Trades and Labour Congress of Canada - a concise 
summary of the discussion and a statement of views pro and con to be sent 
to each member with the ballot." 


Accordingly the executive asked the Committee on labour 
Affiliation to handlo the task of obtaining this vote - a task which was 
immediately complicated by summer vacation schedules. However, three 
meetings took place during the summer at which the required brief and ballot 
form were drawn up = these being typed, mimeographed and distributed to all 
paid-up members of the association by mid-Septcmber. 


On September 30th the ballots were counted and were 
found to favour affiliation be the decisive margin of 69 votes to 15 - 
which fact was duly reported to the exccutive 


At a final meeting on October 10th it was agreed by 
all that the Comittee had now finished its work and that the next step, 
the actual affiliation, was up to the exccutive. Accordingly Miss 
Carruthers, President of B,C,L.4., declared the committee dissolved.

LEGISLATION Two matters wer. dealt with by your Committee during 


COMMITTEE the past year. 


In December the Saff Association of the Vancouver 
Public Library forwarded to the Committee a resolutidn asking that the 
Legislature be requested to pass an amendment to the Public Libraries Act 
that would definitely empower Library Boards to cantribute to the cost of 
group insurance for their staffs. Your Committee communicated with the 
Library Boards of Victoria, Vancouver, and New Westminster, and the Van- 
couver and New Westminster Boards went on record as approving the proposed 
amendment in principle. The matter was then referred to the President for 
submission to the Minister of Education. The Minister stated in reply that 
the request had been received too late for action this year, -particularly 
as it was not the intention of the Government to open the Act at the 
present time. 


Several meetings were devoted to a careful and detailed 
consideration of the constitution of the Canadian Library Council, copies 
of which had been circulated for suggestion and criticism. A complete re- 
vised text was drawn up by the Committce in April, copies of which were 
sent to all members of the Council in time for the Council's spring meeting 
in Ottawa. The amendments suggested were too numerous to.indicate in this 
report, but a copy ef the revision will be made.available to any members 
interested.

As a result of efforts to reorganize the Chilliwack 
Library Committee, a successful meeting was held in the Chilliwack Branch 
in april, with representatives from 22 different organizations present. 
Those in attendance showed a definite interest in their regional library. 
awareness of the immediate needs of the Chilliwack Branch has resulted in an 
encouraging number of cheques being received later by the treasurer of the 
newly organized committee. Chairman of the Chilliwack Library Committee 
is Mrs. leslie Barber. 





SCHOOL This summer for the first time a course in School 
LIBRARIANS librarianship is being given in the Ontario College 
of Education. 


Mr. walter Iening, Librarian of Vancouver Technical 
School, is giving two courses at Victoria Summer School, "The Functions of 
the School Library" and "School Library administration." 





UNIVERSITY The late “obie L. Reid bequeathed to the University his 
OF B. C. extdnsive library of Ganadiana. This gift will supple- 
ment the Howay collection, as its emphasis is different 
and its field broader. Besides its wealth of local British Columbia items 
and its numerous rare Canadian periodicals, the Reid library is strong in 
material on the Maritimes, on Louis Riel, and on Canadian fiction and poetry. 


Some time in what we hope is the not-too-distant future, 
the University Library expects to build a new wing. Draft plans are. ready, 
and ample funds have been appropriated by the provincial aney but 
materials are not yet available. 


Following up its liberal program of classes for ex- 
servicemen, the University is holding a special Spring Session in May and 
June.. Five women are included in the group of 281 who are taking courses 
in arts, Commerce and 4griculture. 
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VANCOUVER Kitsilano Branch @f the Vancouver Public Library con- 
PUBLIC LIBRARY tinues its close contacts with the community. Library 

service has been started to Vista House, a half-way 
house from the mental hospital. The Branch's monthly displays feature the 
pictures of Mr. J. Wood Leing of Sooke, and pictures from the Sovict 
Friendship Socicty. - _ 
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The "Friends of the Vancouve Public Library" had its 
beginning in November 1944. Refusal of the City Council to include a 
library item in a money bylaw which was being put before the people decided 
the Library Board to try and find out whether or not the people of Van- 
couver wanted better and more library service. sas a means to this end, they 
circularized some 260 clubs, organizations, labour unions and societies in the 
city asking echom whether or not they favoured more and better library scr- 
vice, and if so, could thcir support be counted upon in such an effort. 

The response was more than gratifying, some 150 of those replying all giving 
a favorable reaction. 140,000 people were represented by these various 
organizations. 















It was decided to capitalize on this attitude of the 
people and so the "Friends of the Library" came into being. Each organization 
which had given a, favorable reply was requested to name a delegate to an 
organization mecting which was called in January. Over 70 attended and an 
Organization Committee was struck which was to complete the organization in 
regard to officers, constitution, objucts, ctc. This comnaittce brought in 
its recommendations in February. Officers were named and fees were set at 
$1.00 for individuals, $5.00 for organizations and $25.00 for sustaining 
membership. 














The Executive Committee has already adopted as its 
main program the object of getting a complete new library system for Van- 
couver, This will include a new central building and 10 branches which 
together with sites and book stock are estimated to cost $1,500,000, 
Valuable publicity hag already been secured, chiefly in the local press and 
the response of the public has been very encouraging. Without making a 
direct appeal, fees have already come in from more than 30 organizations 
and individuals and an elaborate campaign for membership is being planned. 















as a further means of publicity a brochure is being 
prepared for distribution cxplaining the purpose of the "Frionds of the 
Library", show cards are at cach cireulation desk in the main library and 
branches inviting the public to join, and opportunities to speak before 
clubs and labour unions are being sought. 










The "Friends of the Vancouver. Publie Library" has already 
taken at least one active step which will materially benefit the library 
when it appeared before the City Council requesting that the size of the 
Library Board be increased. This is receiving consideration. With inereasing 
demands and planned postewar reconstruction it would appear to be the psy- 
chological time for such an organization :¢o be of material benefit to the 
library. It is something concrete and of great local importance on which 
they can centre their interest and energy and the movement scems to be 
gaining rapidly in strength and popularity. 
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JOHN The last issue of the Bulletin reported that Mr. John 

RI DINGTON Ridington was recovering from a severe illness. It was 
our plensure this spring to see him out ané about again, 

but the rally was bricf -- he died in April, in his 78th year. 


Mr. Ridington had been librarian of the University of 
British Columbia from its picking case beginnings in the Fairview "shacks" 
until 1940. He built up an extensive and efficient library at Point Grey, 
supplemented by the important gifts which he cbtained for the collection 
from the Carnegie Corporation ant other generous donors. 


But Mr. Ridington's influence was not confined to the 
university alone == he had long been a member of the Public Library Commission 
and of many library organizations, He had heen president of 'B,C.L.A,, 
P.N.L.#., and of the Canadian Library «ssociation. In 1933 he headed a com- 
mission which surveyed library conditions and needs in Canada and which was 
responsible for many improvements in library service. 


Mr. idington is survived by his wife and two sons, 


Bernard and John.

PUBLIC LIBRARY Two new Public Library Associations have been incor- 
COMMISSION porated this year: one at Greenwood, the other at 

Tupper Creek in the Peace River District. Fernie Public 
Library Association, which had discontinued activities ih 1926, has come to 
life, thanks largely to the interest of Mr. 5. Crookes, Supervising Principal 
of Fernie Public Schools, and has received grants from the City Commission 
and the Public Library Commission. 


Grants<in“aid by the Commission, made possible by apprep- 
riations in 1944 of $3,000 and in 1945 of $5,000, have been used with discrim- 
ination to give encouragement to Associations that have showninitiative and 
made progress, and to revive less successful Associations that appear worthy 
of assistance. Nine Associations received such help during the fiscal year 
1944=45, and the response has been good. 


Conditions attached to these grants call, in each case, 
for financial assistance from the local governmental authority approximating 
the Commission grant, and usually the additional requirement that juvenile 
membership in the Associations be free. The Commission is currently expeme 
menting with increased grants made on the added stipulation that adult mem 
bership fees be reduced, having in mind the objective of increasing the use 
of the library collection and thus of encouraging the Association to approach 
more nearly to "free public library" status. ’ 


Special interest attaches‘to library developments in the 
settlement of Sudeten refugees at Tupper Creek in the southern extremity of the 
Peace River District. Here a successful agricultural community, functioning 
along co-operative lines, has been developed by ‘a group of professional and 
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industrial working class people who had escaped from Czechoslovakia just 
ahead of the exetutioner's axe. The settlement has shown a very lively in- 
terest in library service and books have been received from various parts 

of Canada. This has been due in large part to mr. T. 0, F, Herzer, General 
Manager of Canada Colonbzation Association, and to the interest of Miss 
Margaret Rae, Librarian of Victoria University, Toronto, who has visited the 
colony and given personal assistance and advice. The Public Library Commission 
has recently purchased $200 worth of current fiction, non-fiction and ju- 
venile books for the library, which has now been incorporated as the Tate 

Creek Public library Association. Further assistance is promised as soon as 
some assurance is received of steady financial support from: the community 
itself. i ss 


Interest centres in this library development, not for 
itself alone, but also in relation to library scrvice for the whole of the 
Peace River District. The Commission has long pressed for the inauguration of 
adequate public library and school library service for this important section 
of the province, and there is growing hope that this objective may be early 
attained. 






There is also library expansion outside the category of 
Public libraries as organized under provisions of the "Public Libraries act." 
Principal J. Phillipson, of Williams Lake Superior School, is planning public 
library service that will be centred in the school, and he is receiving sub- 
stantial assistance from the Commission. Creston Valley Public Library, 
already organized along simildr lines, reports very satisfactory progress 
during its first year. 






Provision was made in the Attorney=General's estimates 
for 1945=@46 for continued library development at Oakalla Prison. The project 
is under the direction of Miss Julia C. Stockett and Mrs. Margaret Clucas. 
Additional provision has been made in the estimates for the purchase of $300 
worth of books for the three smaller provincial gaols at Kamloops, Nelson 

and Prince George. 


The Public Library Commission's own library service con-=- 
tinues to expand. Open Shelf circulation increased from 42,465 in 1943 to 
51,918 in 1944, This was due in part to the new service for children. The 
number of travelling libraries sent out increased in the same period from 
571 to 625. During the year considerable publicity was carried on amongst 
logging communities, with good response in both the Open Shelf and the 
Travelling Library Divisions. 











The Commissioners decided at the annual mecting in April 
to adopt the policy of regular rotation of the office of chairman. Mr. 
Robinson was electéd chairman for the year 1945=46.
